Instructions for operating Pass Book 

1. The Pass Book will bo val id for a period of two years from the date of issue. 

2. The exporter is free to import and e xport from any of the four Custom Houses (Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi 
& Madras) but once a Pass Bookis issued by the Designated Authority ofthc Custom House, the same can be opera¬ 
ted only at that Custom House for purposes of both export & import. 

3. The exports and imports and the debit and credit entries will be permitted only to the holders of the Pass 
Book. However, the Pass Bookholder is free to sell the goods so imported. 

4. As and when export is made, the exporter will file a declaration in Appendix XVII-Bto the designated autho¬ 
rity alongwith EP/DEEC Copy of the shipping bill and statement as per proforma in Part A and B of Appendix 
XVII-C (as amended). The Assistant Commissioner of Customs will endorse the Pass Book shipping bill and also 
fill up Column Nos. 10,11 and 12 after verifying the Part-B filled up by the applicant. 

5. Based on ihc standard input-output and value add.tion norms (referred to in Paras 51 and 60 of the Policy) 
as applied by the exporter and verified by the customs, the designated authority will determine the bas e customs 

duty leviable on the value and quantity of inputs entitled for import against above exports. The said amount will 
be credited in the Pass Book. 

6. Tire exporter can utilise the above credit for import of permissible items. The applicable customs duty 
(basic-I-additional) on such imperts will be debited in the Pass Book. For debit entries the exporter should fur¬ 
nish statement in proforma as per Pait-C in Appendix XVII-C (as amended) alongwith bill of entries duly endorsed 
by customs authorities and column Nos. 10,11 and 12 duly filled after verification of column Nos. 5, 6 and 7. 

7. Any credit in the Pass Book at the end of the period of two years may be utilised within a period of 12 
months thereafter and any unutil'sed credit at the end of the period of three years shall lapse. 

8. At the time of closing of the Pass Book, the exporter shall pay the application fee to the extent of duty cre¬ 
dit availed during the validity period of the Pass-Book at Rupees two per thousand of duty credit availed or part 
thereof subject to a minimum of Rupees two hundred and maximum of Rupees One lakh and fifty thousand.
